Britain To See Eclipse 


| Already Getting Excited Over Next 


Year's Big Event | 

Next June the track of the total 
eclipse of the sun will cross England 
from Southport to West Hartlepool, 
the first total eclipse path to cross | 
Mngland since 1715 and 1724, and the 


cording to Prof, H. T. Turner, F.R.S., 
professor of astronomy at Oxford Unt- 
versity. | 

The eclipse occurs on June 29 and, 
for observers in England, begins 
shortly after the sun has risen. To: | 
tality, when the moon completely ob: | 
secures the sun, occurs about 5.30 a.m. 
The duration of totality will be about | 
25 seconds. From England the eclipse! 
crosses the North Sea, and then north | 
over Norway, in the northern part 
lasting about 45 seconds. Then the 
path leaves the northern coast of Nor- 
way, crosses the Arctle Ocean, north- 
eastern Siberia, and finally the Aleu- 
tian Islands, ending just south of them, 
where the sun sets half eclipsed. | 

Most of the astronomers who ob-| 
serve the eclipse for scientific pur- 
poses will probably go to Norway to} 
take advantage of the extra length of 
totality.

He 
sees on an average of three cabinet 
ministers, six generals, several diplo- 
mats, and numberless private persons 
each day. He gives no time to recep- 
tions, entertainments or banquets. He 
believes a king ought to work as hard 
as the humblest citizen. 

There is actually no court life at 
Jelgrade. The youthful monarch of 
the Triune Kingdom of Serbs, Croates 
and Slovenes gives most of his time to 


He does not 
merely consult the cabinet minf{sters 
and heads of departments on State 


policy, but gives them orders and ad- 
vice. No move of any importance is 
ever made by the cabinet without his
